Cafe fined for slugs 
and out-of-date food

A CAFE in Ely has been fined £2,500 
and given a food hygiene rating of 
zero after an unannounced inspec¬ 
tion found slug trails on the floor and 
out of date food in the kitchen. 

Cambridge Magistrates’ Court 
heard that a food hygiene inspection 
was carried out at Lunchbox, and the 
adjoining Kemptons restaurant, on 
the Market Place in January last year. 

Owner Deborah Fenner admitted 
breaching 10 food safety and hygiene 
regulations at the hearing last Thurs¬ 
day - but is assuring customers that 
they have nothing to worry about. 

Speaking to the Ely News, Mrs Fen¬ 
ner said: “I totally believe in the food 
safety and hygiene system but I do 
think some elements of it are too 
harsh. 

“One of the charges, for example, 
was that we didn’t have any paper 
towels in the paper towel machine. 

“I pleaded guilty to all the charges 
because I believe in the system, all 
the things found were indeed there 
and there is no way I could have taken 
on the council’s inspector. The costs 
would have been astronomical.” 

A witness statement from senior

environmental health officer Jenny 
Winslet, which was read out in court, 
said that during the inspection, five- 
day-old pork pies were found in the 
kitchen, the walk-in chiller was so full 
the inspector could not stand up and 
slug trails were clearly visible in the 
corridor and upstairs store room. 

Food on display, including filled 
rolls and houmous, was out of date. 

Maggie Camp, on behalf of East 
Cambridgeshire District Council, 


told magistrates that the inspec¬ 
tor found the staircase and handrail 
sticky to the touch. 

The inspector also found three 
cans of tomato paste with a best be¬ 
fore date of January 2014 and bottled 
drinks with a best before date of No¬ 
vember 2014. A food processor was 
cracked, there was dirty equipment 
and fat fryers were crusted with de¬ 
bris. 

In addition, staff were handling raw 


food and vegetables without washing 
their hands in between, presenting a 
risk of e-coli, the inspector said. 

Ms Camp added: “A further visit 
by inspectors on March 14 found no 
slug trails and a new freezer, but in¬ 
spectors still thought the food han¬ 
dlers were not trained.” 

Speaking in court, Mrs Fenner said: 
“There are three parts to the busi¬ 
ness; a cafe, takeaway and vendor. 

“We have seven full time staff who 
are really on the ball now. We’ve been 
trading nine years and last year made 
£6,000 profit. We understand we are 
dealing with the public and people’s 
health.” 

Magistrates said it was clear the 
business had learned its lesson and 
they hoped it would prosper in the 
future. The business was fined £2,500 
and Mrs Fenner was also personally 
fined £50. 

After the hearing, Mrs Fenner told 
Ely News : “I have absolutely nothing 
to hide here. We’ve made improve¬ 
ments and I’ll happily show anyone 
around our kitchens, preparation 
rooms and storage areas. 

“If anyone is concerned, please 
come in and see me. I’d like to think 
people won’t just boycott my busi¬ 
ness.” 


Decision 
on toilets 
approved 

A DECISION to close two 
of Ely’s public toilets has 
been rubber-stamped. 

Earlier this month, 
members of the district 
council’s commercial ser¬ 
vices committee - apart 
from Lib Dem Lorna Du¬ 
pre - voted to close the 
loos in Newnham Street 
and Sacrist Gate. 

The toilets in Barton 
Road were also set to 
shut but the city council 
agreed to pay £8,000 - 20 
per cent of its share of 
developer funds from the 
Cineworld development 
- to keep them open for 
one more year. 

All of the committee’s 
recommendations have 
now been approved by 
the authority’s asset de¬ 
velopment committee. 
The closures will leave Ely 
with three public toilets - 
Palace Green, Ship Lane 
and The Cloisters. 

The loos in Soham will 
remain open as the town 
council has agreed to 
make an annual contribu¬ 
tion to the district council 
to help maintain them. 

In Fordham, the toilets 
will be taken over by the 
parish council, which has 
agreed to pay £9,555 to 
help the district council 
with the costs of running 
the facilities. Discussions 
are ongoing about the fa¬ 
cilities in Littleport.

Lennon’s kayak 
charity paddle 



A DETERMINED 7-year-old 
boy took on a sponsored 
kayak challenge from Cam¬ 
bridge to Ely for charity af¬ 
ter seeing his mum tackling 
Crohn’s disease on a daily 
basis. 

Lennon Frost, who lives 
in Cottenham with his mum 
Laura and dad Alastair, be¬ 
gan the 18-mile route in 
Newnham accompanied 
by his dad, his uncle, Adam 
Frost, and friend of the fam¬ 
ily, Daniel Collier. 

The group of four reached 
Ely by late afternoon on Fri¬ 
day where they were cheered 
on at The Cutter Inn by 
friends and family. 

Lennon’s mum Laura, who 
was diagnosed with Crohn’s 
disease when she was 21, 
said: “He has witnessed first¬ 
hand the struggle I have with 
Crohn’s disease on a daily 
basis. 

“Lennon is such a kind lit¬ 
tle boy; he never complains 
when I am simply too ex¬ 
hausted to do anything due 
to my condition or when my 
joint pain is so bad I struggle 
to walk upstairs. 

“He recently decided that 
he wanted to raise money 
for charity, and suggested all

by himself that he would like 
to help people with Crohn’s 
disease. 

“I was expecting him to 
want to do something easy, 
like a sponsored silence or 
a sponsored football match. 
Instead he decided to kayak 
from Cambridge to Ely.” 

Lennon set himself a tar¬ 
get to raise £100 for Crohn’s 
and Colitis UK, but has al¬ 
ready raised more than £800. 

Crohn’s and Colitis UK is 
a leading charity tackling 
Crohn’s Disease and Ulcera¬ 
tive Colitis - the two main 
forms of inflammatory bow¬ 
el disease. 

Laura, 32, said because of 
her Crohn’s she suffers with 
joint pain and fatigue, as well 
as mouth ulcers, hair loss 
and skin problems. 

She has to give herself in¬ 
jections every two weeks 
to help control some of her 
symptoms - but said Lennon 
always stands with her to 
make sure she is okay. 

Laura added: “Lennon is 
so grateful to everyone who 
has donated so far and we’d 


like to say a massive thank 
you to all of them. 

“Words cannot express 
just how proud I am of Len¬ 
non; he is such an inspira¬ 
tion.” 

A spokesman for Crohn’s 
and Colitis UK said the char¬ 
ity would like to say a mas¬ 
sive thank you to Lennon for 
all his hard work and for sup¬ 
porting them as a charity. 

The spokesman added: 
“We’re the UK’s leading char¬ 
ity for fighting these illnesses 
and we rely massively on the 
support of people like Len¬ 
non to ensure we can pro¬ 
vide our vital services to over 
300,000 sufferers of Crohn’s 
disease, colitis and other 
forms of inflammatory bow¬ 
el disease. 

“The money raised by Len¬ 
non will go towards achiev¬ 
ing a better quality of life for 
those with the conditions, 
improve services and ulti¬ 
mately find a cure. He has 
been incredible in smashing 
his target.” 

There are at least 300,000 
people in the UK living with 
Crohn’s or Colitis.

Ely Library to close on Sundays to help council save cash 


PROPOSALS to close Ely Library on 
Sundays have been approved. 

The city's library, based in the 
Cloisters, is currently open from 
12-4pm on Sundays but in January 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
announced it was proposing to close 


the branch that day. 

The Sunday closure will take effect 
from April 25. 

A council spokesman said: "The 
county council is working to identify 
where front facing services will be 
offered in the coming years. 


"As part of this work, the library 
service wishes to maintain as many 
open hours across all of our libraries 
and minimise the impact of any 
reduction on library customers. 

"Ely Library has a number of 
partner services operating within the 


building. The changes minimise the 
impact of reduced open times on 
these services and their customers. 

"Our usage data also shows that 
there are only a relatively small 
number who currently use the 
library on a Sunday."

Plans for new 
coach parking 


A NEW coach parking area 
looks set to be built in Ely’s 
Cresswells Lane - and park¬ 
ing fines are set to rise. 

East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council bosses want to 
create a new off-street park¬ 
ing area in Cresswells Lane 
- located off Lisle Lane near 
Sainsbury’s and the Royal 
Mail deliver office - with a 
12 hour parking limit for the 
parking provision of coach¬ 
es. 

The proposals are to ac¬ 
commodate the fact that 
coach parking spaces in Bar¬ 
ton Road will be lost if plans 
to build homes on the car 
park are approved. 

The council also wants to 
increase the fee for a fixed 
penalty charge not paid 
within 14 days from £60 to 
£70 - and, after a successful 
trial period, to incorporate 
cashless parking into the 
Angel Drove car park as an 
alternative form of payment. 

The proposals are all under 
the Draft East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire (Off Street Parking Places) 
Order 2016, which regulates 
off-street car parking in the 
Ely area. 


JORDAN DAY 
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Back in December the 
council revealed plans to 
build a terrace of six town 
houses and five apartments 
on an area of the long-stay 
car park in Barton Road, 
which is in the city’s conser¬ 
vation area. 

The authority says build¬ 
ing the new homes is a 
good way of raising income, 
however families in the Bar¬ 
ton Road area say the new 
homes will destroy part of 
Ely’s heritage. 

Residents have also been 
concerned about the impact 
losing the coach parking 
spaces there could have on 
tourism. 

Lorraine Reade, managing 
director of Lambert’s Coach¬ 
es (Beccles) Ltd, recently 
wrote to the council calling 
for the scheme to be refused. 

She said: “I would like you 
to re-think this as the coach 
park is a very valuable asset 
to the town. If parking was 
removed, I fear we would be 
forced to go to other places 


for day trips.” 

Michelle Wolfe, of Parade 
Lane, and who is against the 
plans for Barton Road, is not 
satisfied with the proposals 
for Cresswells Lane. 

She said: “There is no 
mention of how many spac¬ 
es will be created or, indeed, 
how coaches are expected to 
turn. I wonder if the council 
have consulted with Sains¬ 
bury’s, Royal Mail, local 
coach companies or resi¬ 
dents and businesses along 
this route?” 

She fears the location will 
cause chaos for deliveries 
for Sainsbury’s - and to resi¬ 
dents and businesses in the 
Lisle Lane and Broad Street 
area. 

The council says residents 
and organisations have until 
April 6 to have their say on 
the new proposals.

COURT 

Drink driver 
disqualified 


A MAGISTRATE warned that 
people could have died af¬ 
ter hearing a case where a 
binge-drinking teenager in 
Soham flipped his car onto 
its roof with his friends in¬ 
side. 

Alistair Hutchinson, 19, of 
Paddock Street, Soham, ad¬ 
mitted driving a motor vehi¬ 
cle when over the legal limit 
and failing to stop after a 
road accident at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court last Tues¬ 
day. 

The offences took place 
on the evening of February 
17 when Hutchinson said 
he had drank six alcoholic 
drinks and “ranked himself 
3/10 on a scale of drunken¬ 
ness”. 

The court heard that 
Hutchinson’s friends had 
needed a driver after their 
night out and Hutchinson 
decided to be that driver. 

However, while driving his 
friends home in his Vaux- 
hall Corsa on Hall Street in 
Soham, Hutchinson hit a 
parked car and his own car 
flipped onto its roof, smash¬ 
ing the car’s windows. 

In a blood test taken the 
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same evening, Hutchinson 
recorded 209 milligrammes 
of alcohol in 100 millilitres 
of blood - more than two 
and a half times the legal 
limit of 80 milligrammes. 

A probation officer told 
the court that Hutchinson, 
who was not represented, 
recognised how serious 
drink driving was and took 
full responsibility for the of¬ 
fences. 

The officer added: 
“Hutchinson ranked himself 
3/10 on a scale of drunken¬ 
ness; it could be his previ¬ 
ous level of binge drinking 
has increased his tolerance 
to alcohol. 

“He suffers from confi¬ 
dence issues; his friends 
needed a driver after the 
evening and he decided to 
be that driver. 

“He has been binge drink¬ 
ing at weekends since he 
was 18 and feels more con¬ 
fident when drinking. 

“He seems to be reliant on 
alcohol to enjoy himself and 


tells me he could consume 
a crate of Fosters to himself 
before going out. He has 
also been prescribed anti¬ 
depressants.” 

Magistrates handed 
Hutchinson a 12-month 
community order, 80 hours 
of unpaid work and a curfew 
from 8pm to 6am on Fridays 
and Saturdays. He was also 
disqualified from driving for 
two years. 

Chairman of the bench, 
Mark Cross, said: “This was 
a serious offence; this ac¬ 
cident occurred in a built 
up area and your car ended 
up on its roof after you hit a 
parked car. 

“What injuries could have 
been caused to other people 
as a result of your actions 
beggars belief. Too many 
times in my life I’ve seen 
people injured in crashes; 
this could have ended up in 
a coroner’s court. 

“I hope this has been a 
good lesson; it would have 
been easy for us to send 
you to prison but we did not 
want to do that. Think about 
the dangers you put other 
people in.”

TRANSPORT 

Soham station 
a step closer 


A NEW railway station in 
Soham has made the cut in 
a key Network Rail planning 
document. 

The major project - as well 
as one for a new station at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital - 
are among only a handful 
of new stations put forward 
in Network Rail’s Anglia 
Route Study which has been 
updated following public 
consultation and sets out a 
number of options for me¬ 
dium term from 2019 and a 
longer-term strategy to 2043. 

Richard Schofield, Net¬ 
work Rail’s route managing 
director, said: “With input 
from a wide range of organi¬ 
sations, including local au¬ 
thorities, train operators and 
passenger groups, the study 
sets out how the railway can 
best meet demand and sup¬ 
port economic growth over 
the next decade and beyond. 

“Over the next three years, 
we will continue to deliver 
our railway upgrade plan to 
deliver better journeys for 
passengers. However, it is 
clear there is still more to do 
to meet future demand. We 
have to look at ways of run- 
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ning more trains, and make 
them faster. 

“Investment will help to 
deliver faster and more fre¬ 
quent services for passen¬ 
gers and help to support 
economic growth across the 
region.” 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council and East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil have also now formally 
commissioned Network Rail 
to undertake the GRIP (Gov¬ 
ernance for Rail Infrastruc¬ 
ture Projects) 3 Options and 
Feasibility study. 

This work, due to be com¬ 
pleted by early 2017, will 
assess what is required to 
deliver the railway station, 
which the two authorities 
have long campaigned for. 

The study will look at what 
is needed to make sure the 
station is economically via¬ 
ble and meets requirements 
of the councils. 

District council leader, 
lames Palmer, who lives in 
Soham, said: “Soham is a 


growing town and a very 
popular place to live. It is 
only right that we, as local 
councils, press extremely 
hard for the infrastructure 
needed to coincide with 
housing growth. 

“It is imperative that So¬ 
ham has a railway station, 
and the GRIP 3 study is part 
of the ongoing process to 
bring this greatly needed as¬ 
set back to the town.” 

Soham station was de¬ 
stroyed on june 2, 1944, af¬ 
ter a consignment of bombs 
travelling through the town 
caught fire. 

Talks about re-building a 
train station in Soham have 
been ongoing for years and 
earlier this year the Soham 
Railway Station joint Project 
Group was set up to help 
push forward the plans. 

Re-opening the station 
could provide a direct rail 
link to Ely, Cambridge, Peter¬ 
borough, Bury St Edmunds 
and Ipswich.

Regenerative 
farming is key 

MODERN farming practices have 
been accused of contributing 
to global climate change - a 
controversial and much debated 
issue. Let us not lose sight of what's 
really important. Regardless of 
whether manmade climate change is 
real or whether climate shifts are the 
result of wholly natural warming and 


cooling cycles, the fact remains that 
our weather and our environment 
are changing and these changes pose 
challenges to our food security and 
survival. 

Pressing world problems include: 
water scarcity, soil erosion and 
degradation, land turning into 
desert, loss of biodiversity, pollution, 
increasingly toxic foods and 
decreasing food safety, agricultural 
overuse of antibiotics leading to 
the development of drug resistant 
disease. 

Regenerative agriculture addresses 
these and other problems. It 
optimizes soil quality and benefits 
to air, water, ecosystem, food, 
animal welfare and human health 
are downstream results of this 
optimisation.

Stroke patients 
exhibit artwork 


STROKE survivors will see 
their art work displayed at 
a unique exhibition at Ely’s 
Princess ofWales Hospital. 

The creative designs are 
the result of a study called 
‘HeART of Stroke’ in which 
people who had experi¬ 
enced a stroke were invited 
to a series of workshops to 
explore new ways of seeing 
the world and their iden¬ 
tity. 

The exhibition will in¬ 
clude a display of canvases 
that patients worked on 
and developed over a num¬ 
ber of weeks. 

The research study, led 
locally by Dr Fergus Gracey 
and co-ordinated by Sa¬ 
mantha Nunn, research 
assistant at Ely’s Oliver 
Zangwill Centre, saw the 
random allocation of 32 
people to either attend 
the HeART of Stroke group 
alongside their usual care 
or continue to receive their 
usual care only. 

Dr Gracey is a Senior Re¬ 
search Fellow at the Uni-

versity of East Anglia in the 
Department of Clinical Psy¬ 
chology, seconded from his 
post as Consultant Clinical 
Neuropsychologist in the 
Cambridgeshire Commu¬ 
nity Services (NHS) Trust. 

He said: “Participants 
who attended the HeART 
of Stroke workshops were 
supported to explore their 
creativity through the arts, 
to help build confidence to 
explore their new situation 
after stroke. 

“We found that people 
enjoyed both the social 
and creative aspects of the 
group, many reporting a 
boost in confidence to get 
more involved in things de¬ 
spite the stroke. 

“The study provides the 
research team with the in¬ 
formation needed to plan a 
bigger definitive trial.” 

Funded by the National 
Institute for Health Re¬ 


search (NIHR) Research for 
Patient Benefit (RfPB) Pro¬ 
gramme, the project was a 
feasibility study designed 
to lay the foundations of a 
larger scale research trial in 
future. 

Dr Gracey, currently on 
secondment with the Uni¬ 
versity of East Anglia, col¬ 
laborated with the team 
at Bournemouth Univer¬ 
sity led by Dr Caroline Ellis- 
Hill, to secure the funding 
from the Department of 
Health for this pioneering 
research, which took place 
across sites in Bourne¬ 
mouth and Cambridgesh¬ 
ire. 

The free HeART of Stroke 
exhibition is open to the 
public at the hospital from 
Friday, April 1 to Friday, 
April 22. 

The Oliver Zangwill 
Centre provides specialist 
rehabilitation for people 
who have suffered a brain 
injury.

PCSOs to wear 
body cameras

PCSOs and hundreds more 
police officers in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire will now be is¬ 
sued with body worn cam¬ 
eras at a cost of £500,000, it 
has been announced. 

Sir Graham Bright, the 
county’s Police and Crime 
Commissioner (PCC), has 
bankrolled the purchase of 
917 ‘Reveal 2’ body worn 
video cameras for use by 
frontline officers and Police 
Community Support Offic¬ 
ers (PCSOs). 

The decision to purchase 
the new cameras follows 
growing evidence show¬ 
ing that the use of cameras 
helps protect the public, 
including a Cambridge Uni¬ 
versity study. 

They are also being used 
to protect the police officers 
that wear them, and more 
importantly, provides addi¬ 
tional crucial evidence that 
helps prosecute offenders. 

Inspector Terri Griffin 
said: “The body worn cam-

eras will help us gain the ad¬ 
ditional evidence we often 
need to prosecute offenders 
and make Cambridgeshire a 
safer place.” 

Sir Bright said: “It is im¬ 
portant to me that we make 
best use of the technology 
available to protect the pub¬ 
lic, protect officers and to 
ensure we collect the evi¬ 
dence that allows the best 
chance of securing prosecu¬ 
tions.” 

Phil Priestley, District Ser¬ 
geant for East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire, and who has a specific 
responsiblity for proactive 
policing, has welcomed the 


news. 

He said: “This is a really 
exciting development. 

“I’ve seen and used these 
cameras and they are an ex¬ 
cellent piece of equipment 
which promises to provide 
better evidence from crime 
scenes.” 

Sgt Priestley, who is based 
at Ely station, said: “We 
anticipate that it will par¬ 
ticularly assist with cases of 
domestic abuse and bring¬ 
ing more perpetrators of do¬ 
mestic abuse to justice. 

“It also underlined the 
commitment that both the 
PCC, Sir Graham Bright, and 
the Chief Constable, Alec 
Wood, have made towards 
making the best use of the 
latest technology.” 

The devices, which have 
cost a total of £500,000, will 
be allocated to officers and 
PCSOs throughout April.
